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and  my  gowd  brother  Baptist,  you  arc  Tree 
and  open  in  your  views  and  feelings, 
for  you  hold  forth  a  free  salvation.  This 
is  a  favourite  doctrine  of  the  Methodists. 
They  say  salvation  is  handed  out  to  all 
the  human  family,  without  money  and 
without  price,  and  invite  them  to  come, 
and  partake  of  the  waters  fieely.  I 
declare  the  same.  I  am  a  believer  in 
Jesus  Christ,  in  God  the  Father,  and  in 
the  doctrines  of  salvation  as  they  are 
taught  in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 
Yet  the  same  principles  of  life  and  salva- 
tion are  set  forth  in  both  of  these  books, 
and  I  believe  them. 

"  You  say  you  belong  to  the  Presby- 
terians; it  is  no  matter  if  you  have  goc 
the  truth.  Are  you  a  Calvinist  or  a 
Wesleyan?  It  is  no  matter,  if  you  have 
got  the  truth  ;  that  truth  is  mine  also. 
Do  you  belong  to  the  Methodist  society? 
And  have  you  got  the  truth?  If  it  is 
right,  that  truth  is  "  Mormonism,"  it  is 
my  property.  'Are  you  a  Quaker?  It 
is  no  matter  if  you  have  the  truth,  that 
same  truth  is  mine.  Are  you  a  Catholic, 
and  have  vou  got  the  truth?  That  is 
my  doctrine,  and  I  will  not  quarrel  about 
it.' 

"  '  Well,'  says  one,  '  I  am  a  Jew;  I 
guess  I  can  get  up  a  quarrel  with  you.' 
No,  you  cannot.  I  shall  not  contend 
with  vou,  for  the  Jews  have  got  true 
principles,  and  they  possess  no  truth  but 
what  belongs  to  '  Mormonism  '  ;  for  there  . 
is  not  a  t~uth  in  earth  or  in  heaven,  that 
is  not  embraced  in  '  Mormonism.' 

"  Another  steps  forward  and  says,  '  I 
am  a  Pagan;  I  think  you  will  not  agree 
with  me.'  Yes,  I  will,  as  far  as  you 
follow  the  path  of  truth  ;  and  when  you 
have  got  to  the  end  of  that,  I  will  give 
vou  more  truth  ;  but  if  you  reject  it,  it  is 
your  own  business,   and  not  mine." 

There  were  a  few  men  and  women 
entering  the  (Salt  Lake)  Valley  during 
that  first  year  (of  the  Mormon  exodus  in 
1847  to  Utah)  who  were  not  members  of 
the  Church.  All  of  these,  when  they 
were  honourable  and  upright  in  their 
dealings,    met    with    unbounded    respect. 

Brigham  Young  welcomed  the  mission- 
aries of  the  Catholic  Church  in  the  'six- 
ties, presenting  Father  Kelly  and  Father 
Walsh  with  ,/TO^1  nn(l  a  pl°t  °f  land  on 
which  to  build  a  church  in  1871. 


He  gave  the  early  Jewish  Congregation 
the  use  of  the  meeting  house  in  which  to 
hold  services  until  their  synagogue  was 
built ;  and  then,  together  with  a  sum  of 
money,  presented  them  with  a  plot  of 
ground,  which  is  now  used  for  their 
cemetery.  He  was  glad  to  attend  the 
christening  of  one  of  the  first  Jewish 
babies  born  in  Utah,  a  little  son  of 
Solomon  Siegel,  a  pioneer  merchant  and 
state  builder.  He  always  took  great 
interest  in.  the  unfolding  of  the  Jewish 
destiny,  for  the  prophecies,  he  knew,  con- 
cerning modern  Israel  were  so  closelv 
linked  with  the  prophecies  concerning  the 
rehabilitation  of  Jerusalem,  that  they  fell 
or  stood  together.  Indeed,  he  sent  out 
an  expedition  in  1870,  to  Jerusalem  to 
rededicate  that  land  for  the  return  of  the 
jews.  President      George      A.      Smith 

headed  that  expedition  and  Apostle 
Lorenzo  Snow  with  "  Presidentess  " 
Eliza  R.  Snow  were  members  of  that 
party. 

He  was  equally  liberal  to  all  sects  and 
welcomed  all  who  sought  him  out.  He 
greeted  Bishop  Tuttle,  Episcopal  mission- 
ary, in  the  same  cordial  way  he  had  met 
the  others,  presenting  him  with  both 
land  and  money  to  build  his  Church. 
There  was  room  for  all  here  and  here- 
after. 

He  invited  ministers  to  occupy  "  Mor- 
mon "  pulpits  and  advised  the  people  to 
visit  other  churches  and  to  measure  all 
men  and  creeds  by  the  rod  of  Truth  and 
Revelation.        His  advice  to  Elders  was: 

Don't  try  to  tear  down  other  people's 
religion  about  their  ears,  but  build  up 
your  own  perfect  structure  of  truth  and 
invite  your  listeners  to  enter  in  and  enjoy 
its  glories." 

He  said,  "  The  Gospel  does  not  bind  a 
good  man  down,  and  deprive  him  of  his 
rights  and  privileges  ;  it  does  not  deprive 
him  of  enjoying  the  fruits  of  his  labours; 
it  does  not  rob  him  of  blessings  ;  but  it 
is  calculated  to  enlarge  his  kingdom  as 
well  as  to  enlarge  his  heart ;  it  is  calcu- 
lated to  give  to  him  privileges,  and 
power,  and  honour,  and  exaltation,  and 
everything  which  heart  can  desire  in 
righteousness  all  the  days  of  his  life.  And 
then,  when  he  gets  exalted  in  the  eternal 
worlds,  he  can  still  turn  around  and  say  : 
'  It    hath    not    entered    into    the    heart   of 
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man  to  conceive  the  glory,  and  honour, 
and  blessings,  which  God  hath  in  store 
for  those  who  love  and  serve  Him  '  ' 
— (Extracted  from  the  book  on  the  Life 
Story  of  Brigham  Young,  by  his  daugh- 
ter, Susa  Young  Gates.)

These 
men  were  clean  men  in  every  particular ;

The  various  subjects  of  The  Beatitudes 
are  studied  by  the  members  of  the  Mor- 
mon Relief  Society  in  South  Africa  at 
their  second  meeting  night  each  month. 
The  aim  of  this  wonderful  organisation  of 
women  is  to  study  these  great  subjects 
to  enable  them  to  more  fully  appreciate 
the  Beatitudes,  and  to  apply_  their  beauti- 
ful truths  to  their  daily  lives.  When 
women  make  assigned  monthly  visits  for 
the  Relief  Society  they  are  to  take  a 
message  of  one  of  the  Beatitudes  and 
leave  it  within  the  homes  they  visit. 
Cumorah's  Southern  Cross  will  publish 
during  this  year  this  portion  of  the  study 
course  of  the  Relief  Society,  known  as 
The  Beatitudes. 

During  the  early  part  of  His  public 
ministry,  high  up  in  the  hills  of  Galilee, 
overlooking  the  sea,  Christ  delivered  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount  to  His  disciples 
and  the  multitude.  It  is  His  longest 
public  discourse  recorded,  and  contains 
the  best  known  and  most  loved  of  His 
teachings.  The  talk  was  given  with  the 
utmost  solemnity,  while  the  Master  sat, 
as  was  the  custom  then,  on  such  occa- 
sions. It  is  a  specimen  of  the  general 
tenor  of  our  Lord's  teaching,  "  every 
syllable  of  it  He  had  already  written 
down  in  deeds."  He  had  been  healing 
the  sick,  and  after  a  night  spent  in 
prayer  (Luke  6  :  12),  gave  this  beautiful 
and  practical  sermon. 

The  Beatitudes  are  a  well  known  part 
of  this  Sermon,  and  form  an  authoritative 
moral  code,  or  ideal.  They  contain 
"  the  heart  of  the  Master's  teachings, 
and  show  His  spirit  and  way  of  life."  A 
real  disciple  of  Christ  should  have  a 
character  made  up  of  these  traits.  The 
Beatitudes  show  men  where,  and  how  to 
obtain  happiness  as  the  word  "  blessed  " 
is  translated  to  mean  happy.     "  Blessed- 


ness is  higher  than  happiness.  Happi- 
ness is  dependent  upon  circumstances ; 
blessedness  is  a  fountain  of  joy  in  the 
soul  itself,  which  no  outward  circum- 
stances can  seriously  affect." 

The  Sermon  made  a  profound  impres- 
sion on  those  fortunate  listeners,  as  it 
has  done  on  subsequent  generations. 
Now  seems  an  appropriate  time  to  con- 
sider carefully  these  beautiful  and  com- 
forting truths,  which  are  as  real  to-day 
as  when  they  were  given  by  our  Saviour. 
The  first  four  are  individual  or  personal 
— relating  to  man's  inner  life.  The  re- 
maining ones  are  social — dealing  with 
man's  relations  to  other  men. 
Beatitudes : 

"  Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit  ;  for 
their's  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven."  (Matt. 
5    :  3.) 

What  is  meant  in  this  first  Beatitude 
— being  "  Poor  in  Spirit  "?  Is  it  not 
humility,  which  renders  us  teachable,  and 
eager  to  learn,  with  the  resultant  joy  of 
development  and  growth?  They  who 
feel  themselves  spiritually  poor,  approach 
God,  asking  Him  to  supply  their  needs. 
Lowliness  of  spirit  is  opposite  to  pride, 
self-righteousness  and  self-conceit.  It 
is  quite  different  from  poverty  of  out- 
ward circumslances.  They  who  have 
faith  in  Him  learn  of  His  laws,  and  try 
diligently  to  obey  them,  and  thus  prepare 
ihemselves  to  enter  His  kingdom. 
"  This  is  the  consummation  of  blessed- 
ness, real,  yet  waiting  to  be  realised.'' 

"  If  one  thing  more  than  another  marks 
the  life  of  the  Saviour,  it  is  His  intense 
yet  sane  love  for  his  iellowmen.  In 
every  act  of  His  life  He  reveals  His 
great-hearted  solicitude  for  them.  Par- 
ticular^ toward  the  weak,  and  lowly 
were  His  sympathies  shown."  (Art  of 
Teaching — Driggs.)  Jesus  opened  the 
blessed  life  to  all  His  children,  even  the 
simple  and  uneducated.  There  are  no 
class  distinction  among  the  poor  in  spirit. 
He  mingled  among  men,  and  ministered 
unto  1hem,  and  they  flocked  around  Him. 
i:  All  people  were  very  attentive  to  hear 
Him."       (Luke  19    :  48.)

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Historical,    Theological,    Social    and 

Psychological   Aspects  and   Personal  Views  on 

the  System    of   Tithing. 


By     Elder     Richard     Knight. 


Tithes,  a  form  of  tribute  consisting  of 
a  tenth  of  a  man's  property  or  produce, 
connected  politically  with  taxation,  and 
religiously  .with  the  offering  of  "  first- 
fruits  "  to  deity.  This  custom  was 
almost  universal  in  the  ancient  world, 
and  can  be  traced  in  Babylonia,  Persia, 
Arabia,  Egypt,  Greece,  Rome  and  even  in 
China.  The  tax  probably  originated  in 
a  tribute  laid  by  a  conqueror  or  ruler  on 
his  subjects  ;  and  we  may  assume  that  the 
custom  of  dedicating  a  tenth  of  the  spoils 
of  war  to  the  gods  led  to  a  religious 
extension  of  the  term,  the  original  offer- 
ings to  deity  being  "  firstfruits."  Among 
the  early  Hebrews,  for  example,  the  king 
could  exact  a  tithe  from  cornfields,  vine- 
yards and  flocks  and  on  the  religious  side 
the  oldest'  laws  speak  of  bringing  the 
first  fruits  of  the  land  to  the  house  of 
Yahveh.  Bv  the  7th  century  the  word 
"  tithe  "  had  come  to  be  used  regularly 
for  religious  clues.  But  the  analysis  of 
tithe  legislation  in  the  books  ascribed  to 
Moses  is  a  complicated  problem,  owing 
to  the  way  in  which  strata  of  legislation 
belonging  to  different  periods  are  com- 
bined in  the  Pentateuch  as  we  now  have 
it ;  and  for  detailed  investigation  refer- 
ence should  be  made  to  the  works 
mentioned  in  "  Tithes  in  Christendom  " 
and  "  Tithes  in  English  Law."  In  the 
latter  reference  there  are  two  chrono- 
logical divisions  which  are  found.  (1) 
Before  the  Commutation  Acts  (1836  sqq) 
and  (2)  During  and  after  the  Commuta- 
tion Acts  (to  I860). 

Historial  Aspect. — "  Tithing  is  older 
than      Israel.  It      was      practised      by 

Abraham,  who  paid  tithes  to  Melchizedek. 
Jacob's  first  contract,  after  leaving  his 
father's  house,  was  with  God,  with  whom 
he  covenanted  at  Bethel,  saying,  "  And 
of  all  that  thou  shalt  give,  I  will  surely 
give  a  tenth  unto  thee." 

Tithing  as  a  law  and  an  ordinance  was 
known    and    practised    and    neglected    by 


ancient  Israel.  Through  his  prophet, 
Malachi,  the  Lord  rebuked  his  people 
for  neglecting  the  payment  of  their  tithes. 
Christ  recognized  the  existence  of  the 
law  ot  tithing  among  the  Jews,  and  com- 
mended it.  Jesus  rebuked  the  Scribes 
and  Parisees  for  neglecting  judgment, 
mercy  and  faith,  at  the  same  time  declar- 
ing they  should  not  leave  tithe  paying 
undone  The  law  of  tithing  was  known 
to  the  Nephites.  Tithing  is  essentially 
a  part  of  Christian  civilization." 

The  Law-  Theological  Aspect.—"  Tith- 
ings  is  a  law  of  God  to  men  with  promises 
of  rewards  and  punishments."  The 
author  quotes  the  revelation  given  to 
Joseph  Smith  regarding  the  law  of  tith- 
ing and  remarks  that  the  law  makes  no 
provision  for  a  tithing  that  is  less  than 
one-tenth,  either  in  quality  or  quantity. 
"  Tithing  is,  first  of  all,  one's  surplus; 
and  secondly,  one-tenth  of  his  income 
thereafter.  There  is  no  room  for  quib- 
bling on  these  points.' ' 

Temporal  Blessings. — Blessings  ob- 
tained through  the  payment  of  tithing 
are  that  we  become  financially  elect  of 
God,  or  business  partners  with  the  Lord. 
"  If  it  is  true  that  giving  to  the  poor  is 
lending  to  the  Lord,  then  paying  one's 
tithing  is  investing  with  the  Lord." 

Spiritual  Blessings. — "  Best  insurance 
against  the  worst  of  fires."  While  tithe 
paying  alone  is  not  sufficient  to  keep  a 
man  in  the  Church,  yet  he  cannot  retain 
his  stand  ng  to  the  end  without  it." 

Penalties. — "  Lists  man  on  God's 
books  as  a  robber.  Doors  of  Temple 
are  closed  to  non-tithe  payers.  Unfits 
man  for  partaking  of  the  sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper.  Apostasy  the  In- 
evitable end  of  persistent  non-tithe  pay- 
ing. Not  excommunication,  but  gradual 
dying  out.  Steps  of  decay  :  (1)  Diminua- 
tion  in  payment  of  tithes;  (2)  Excuse- 
hunting  that  does  not  satisfy  the  soul :  (3) 
Cessation  of  tithe  paying  ;  (4)   Fault-find- 
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ing  concerning  the  use  of  tithing  one 
does  not  pay ;  (5)  Laxity  in  other  duties  ; 
(6)  General  indifference  concerning  Church 
interests;  (7)  Positive  attitude  against 
the  work  of  the  Lord." 

Social  Aspect.— "  Tithe  paying  is  tie 
most  equitable  and  natural  distribution  for 
public  support.  The  giving  of  the  sur- 
plus on  entering  the  Church  is  of  I  he- 
highest  sociological  value ;  a  law  of 
perfect  financial  liberty ;  people  who  insist 
upon  the  distribution  of  their  own  tithing 
are  either  distrustful  of  the  Lord's  agents, 
or  ultra-anxious  concerning  the  getting  of 
glory." 

Psychological  Aspect. — "  Tithing  a 
self-imposed  obligation  by  the  acceptance 
of  the  law.  The  law  of  laws  from  a 
Latter-day  Saint  point  of  view  is  stated 
by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  as  follows  : 
'  There  is  a  law  irrevocably  decreed  in 
heaven  before  the  foundations  of  the 
world,  upon  which  all  blessings  are 
predicated ;  and  when  we  obtain  any 
blessing  from  God  it  is  by  obedience  to 
that  law  upon  which  it  is  predicated.' 

System  of  Tithing. — "  An  instance  of 
this  requirement  is  afforded  in  the  system 
known  as  the  tithe,  which  has  been  ex- 
istent amongst  mankind  from  the  begin- 
ning of  history.  Much  interest  is  at 
present  manifest  in  the  matter  of  tithing 
in  the  different  religious  and  professedly 
Christian  sects  of  the  day ;  but  be  it 
known  that  tithing  is  not  specifically  a 
Christian  institution,  as  belonging  ex- 
clusively to  the  Gospel  requirement.  It 
was  rigidly  enforced  while  the  people 
lived  under  the  Law ;  and,  moreover, 
heathen  nations  have  recognized  it.  The 
tithe  was  collected  in  Egypt ;  the  Greeks, 
the  Romans,  the  Babylonians  and  As- 
syrians, the  Carthaginians,  the  Arabians 
and  the  Chinese  have  all  recognized  the 
sanctity  of  the  ecclesiastical  tithe ;  and 
the  tithe  basis  is  that  upon  which  is 
founded  the  system  of  taxation  to-day 
amongst  Mohamedan  peoples.  Its  early 
mention  in  the  Scriptures  known  to  us 
as  the  Holy  Bible,  is  not  that  of  enact- 
ment but  that  of  observance  of  a  law  that 
was  already  understood. 

"  I  say  the  people  of  the  world,  the 
Christian  world,  are  awakening  to-day  to 
the  fact  that  the  great  law  of  the  tithe 
has   been    neglected   amongst    them.        A 


bibliography,  which  I  examined  recently, 
listed  over  550  books,  pamphlets  and 
tracts  that  have  been  published  during  the 
last  few  years  on  the  subject  of  tithe- 
paying  ;  and  the  declaration  is  made  by 
theologians,  ministers  in  the  various 
churches,  and  by  learned  laymen  alike, 
that  the  church  as  an  institution  will 
never  fully  succeed  in  its  mission  until 
the  people  recognize  the  divinely  estab- 
lished law  of  the  tithe.  In  one  bouk, 
brief  opinions  from  350  men  and  women 
of  learning  and  of  specially  recognized 
attainment  have  been  published,  all  de- 
claring that  the  Christian  world  has  lost 
sight  of  the  requirement  of  the  rental 
which  Jehovah  requires  of  his  people.  In 
that  publication,  as  I  remember,  it  is  de- 
clared that  the  Christian  church  in  the 
United  States — and  by  that  expression 
I  mean  not  one  church  or  another  but 
Christian  churches  and  institutions  in 
general,  embracing  all  sects  professing 
Christianity  in  the  United  States — re- 
ceives not  one-tenth  of  the  increase  of 
its  members  but  about  one-sixteenth  of 
one  per  cent.  The  question  is  asked  : 
'  How  can  our  churches  be  acceptable 
unto  the  Lord  under  such  conditions?  ' 
and  the  admission  is  made  that  the 
churches  are  not  acceptable." — (Extract 
from  a  speech  on  tithing  printed  in  the 
Deseret  News  of  Saturday,  January  31, 
1914.) 

Different  men  of  our  Church  when 
asked  why  thev  observed  the  law  of 
tithing  have  said  that  it  was  the  best 
thing  they  could  think  of  to  invest  their 
money  in,  besides  being  a  law  of  the  Lord 
and  one  of  the  principles  of  the  Church. 
Some  have  said  that  they  have  received 
more  satisfaction  from  their  tithing  in- 
vestments than  from  any  other  that  they 
had  made.  Nearly  anyone  who  has  had 
any  experience  in  the  lending  of  money 
have  found  that  the  man  who  is  a  faith- 
ful payer  of  his  tithing  is  also  to  be  de- 
pended upon  to  pay  all  of  h:s  notes  and 
debts  to  the  one  from  whom  he  borrowed. 

Nearly  all  people  who  do  pay  their  tith- 
ing are  in  favour  of  it.  The  ones  who 
do  the  kicking  are  the  ones  who  never  or 
seldom  pay  it. — These  are  the  persons 
who,  when  getting  the  rental  of  their 
house  free  of  charge,  find  fault  with 
another  person   in   the   same   predicament 
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who  honestly  tries  to  pay  what  he  can  to 
the  gracious  landlord. 

Tithing  to  fne  is  more  of  a  privilege 
than  a  duty,  because  in  arty  partnership 

or   organisation    it   is   what   a   person   has 
in,    not    so   much   what   he   takes  oul      of, 

that  organization,  that  keeps  his  interest 
in  it. 

I  wish  to  bear  testimony  that  I  have 
been  benefitted  many  times  over  lor  the 
small  amount  of  tithing  I  have  been  able 
to  pay  and  I  know  that  our  Heavenly 
Father  is  pleased  with  us  when  we  keep 
this  and  other  laws  of  his  Gospel. 


CARELESSNESS   CHIEF   CAUSE   OF 
MEN  LOSING  JOBS. 

Here  are  a  few  hints  on  getting 
"  fired." 

If  you  are  a  banker  or  an  insurance 
man — try  being  tardy  or  discourteous. 

Perhaps  you  are  in  the  publishing  busi- 
ness— poor  spelling  will  do  the  trick. 

But  the  easiest  way  to  get  fired  is — be 
careless. 

H.  Chandler  Hunt,  assistant  principal 
of  Meriden  High  School,  Meriden,  Conn., 
and  a  graduate  of  the  Boston  University 
School  of  Education,  listed  the  above 
after  a  survey  of  76  business  concerns, 
covering  every  type  of  industry  and  em- 
ploying  49,854    clerical   workers. 

Hunt  reported  his  survey  revealed  there 
is  an  average  turnover  of  5.8  per  cent, 
of      clerical      workers.  Approximately 

4,000,  Hunt  reported,  were  discharged 
yearly  in   the  concerns  studied. 

Carelessness  is  the  outstanding  rea- 
son for  involuntary  termination  of  em- 
ployment,  Hunt  said. 

The  lack  of  proper  character  traits, 
and  not  lack  of  specific  skill,  is  respon- 
sible for  both  firing  and  for  lack  of 
advancement.  Most  of  the  causes,  89.9 
per   cent.,    given    for  termination   of   em- 


ployment are  in  character  traits,  while 
only    10.1   per  cent,   are  lack  of  skill. 

"  This  plainly  indicates  that  our  great- 
est failure  is  in  character  development. 
Our  high  schools  should  not  be  turning 
out  pupils  of  such  character  that  they 
may  be  fired  for  lack  of  essential  per- 
sonality traits." 

Hunt  listed  as  the  ten  most  common 
causes  for  loss  of  one's  job  : — 

Carelessness,  non-co-operation,  lazi- 
ness, absence  from  work  for  other  rea- 
sons than  illness,  dishonesty,  attention  to 
things  other  than  office  work  during 
office  hours,  lack  of  initiative,  lack  of 
ambition,    tardiness    and   lack   of   loyalty.

With  apology  for  personal   reference

"WHAT    GOD     DOES     IS    ALL 

RIGHT." 

On  the  28th  December,  1932,  the  Mor- 
mon Missionaries,  who  had  organized  a 
baseball  team  at  Convention  in  Johannes- 
burg, were  to  play  the  pick  of  Transvaal 
at  Johannesburg — the  American  City,  and 
hotbed  for  baseball  in  the  sunny  land  of 
South  Africa. 

For  this  game  of  baseball  I  had  prayed 
and  hoped,  and  it  was  soon  to  become  a 
reality ;  to  get  several  thousand  people 
to  see  that  the  Mormon  Missionaries  are 
not  girl  stealers  and  woman  thieves,  and 
to  let  people  know  exactly  what  kind  of 
people  the  Mormon  men  are,  and  also 
to  get  enough  money  to  pay  the  Mission- 
aries' expenses  for  the  1932-3  Convention, 
and  to  give  them  a  good  time  was  my 
aim. 

Everything  was  in  readiness — both 
teams  were  tuned  up  from  excellent  prac- 
tice as  a  result  of  the  beautiful  weather 
of  the  previous  ten  days,  and  were  pre- 
pared to  put  up  a  good  performance. 
Plenty  of  advertising  was  done  by  the 
baseball  association,  and  a  good  crowd 
was  certain.  W.  L.  (Young)  Stribling, 
the  world  renowned  heavy  weight  boxer 
was  present  to  umpire. 

The  game  was  to  be  played  on  the 
Wanderers'  Grounds  in  the  centre  of 
Johannesburg.  Some  of  the  most  eager 
ones  came  an  hour  and  a  half  before 
schedule  time  but  a  drizzling  rain  started 
and  increased  in  intensity.  Car  after 
car  drove  up  and  turned'  away  with  its 
load  of  baseball  enthusiasts  and  fifteen 
minutes  before  game  time  the  almost  per- 
fect Wanderers'  Baseball  Ground  was 
like  a  lake.  All  around  the  town  there 
seemed  to  be  no  rain  except  at  Wan- 
derers'   Park. 

I  had  greatly  hoped  and  almost  ex- 
hausted myself  in  making  arrangements, 
but  this  was  a  disappointment.  As  I 
stood  in  the  club  house  for  shelter,  these 
wrere  some  of  the  thoughts  that  went 
through  my  mind  :  "  After  I  have  worked 
so  hard  and  done  so  much,  and  the  pros- 
pects were  so  good  for  this  unique  bit 
of  missionary  work  to  relieve  unfounded 


prejudice  in  the  minds  of  the  people, 
iind  to  have  so  many  people  see  the 
Mormon  Missionaries  and  then  the  Lord 
not  take  any  more  interest  in  it  all  is 
very  discouraging,  and  perhaps  the  Lord 
don't  care."  These  words  were  mentally 
reiterated  and  almost  amplified  to  a 
spoken  word.  The  President  of  the 
baseball  association  passed  by  me,  and 
almost  jeeringly  said:  "  You  might  be 
all  right  with  the  Lord,  but  you  are  hell 
with  the  weather  man."  I  made  a  half 
nod  of  approval  as  to  part  of  it,  and  then 
a  crack  of  lightning  and  a  roar  of 
thunder  came  right  over  us.  As  if  sound- 
ing above  it  all,  these  impres- 
sive words  came  to  me  :  '  What  the  Lord 
does  is  all  right." 

This  was  one  of  my  biggest  personal 
revelations,  made  plainer  than  the  fiercest 
crack  of  lightning  and  the  most  tempestu- 
ous report  of  thunder.  The  rain  stopped, 
the  ground  drained  almost  dry,  the  game 
was  played,  and  the  Mormons  hand- 
somely won.  The  daily  papers  made 
much  over  the  game,  and  the  favourable 
advertisement  was  extensive.  In  my 
mind  there  was  no  doubt  but  that  the 
Lord  used  the  better  course,  and  I  was 
there  made  to  know  to  a  superlative 
degree  that — "  What  the  Lord  does  is  all 
right. ' 

BABY    RESTORED    TO    LIFE. 

On  returning  home  during  November, 
1929,  after  holding  conferences  with  the 
various  districts  of  the  South  African 
Mission,  which  took  about  two  months,  I 
arrived  at  "  Cumorah,"  Mowbray,  C. P. , 
and  found  my  little  baby  boy,  George 
Edward,  a  year  and  a  half  old,  at  the 
point  of  death  with  terrible  convulsions. 
I  administered  to  him  at  once — which 
seemed  to  do  no  good.  I  went  into  my 
office  and  in  the  course  of  an  hour  of 
great  mental  anguish,  I  prayed  to  the 
Lord  three  times  that  my  little  boy  might 
live,  and  that  I  might  be  able  to  raise 
him,  and  educate  him  and  bless  him. 
With  each  prayer,  however,  and  with  the 
administration,  these  words  seemed 
uppermost  in  my  mind  :  "  Father  Thy  will 
be  done  in  all  things,  and  if  it  be  Thy 
will  to  take  this  little  one — Thy  will  be 
done." 
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George  Edward  got  worse  and  worse, 
and  no  doctor  could  be  obtained,  nor 
could  we  secure  any  assistance  from 
neighbours.  The  Elders  and  the  hired 
girl  were  all  running  here  and  there  for 
help.  Sister  Dalton  and  I  were  alone 
in  an  upper  room  at  "  Cumorah,"  work- 
ing with  our  little  boy  in  a  last  hope, 
but  all  that  was  done  availed  nothing — 
the  arm  of  all  flesh  had  failed.  We  put 
our  little  babe  in  a  tub  of  warm  water 
with  a  cold  towel  around  his  head  (which 
we  were  advised  to  do  by  a  doctor's  wife, 
over  the  telephone),  and  we  were  both 
kneeling  around  the  child  trying  to  revive 
life  in  him — but  he  died.  Sister  Dalton 
looked  at  me  with  the  expression  on  her 
face — "  our  only  baby  has  gone."  Hopes 
seemed  to  flee  when  all  at  once,  with  un- 
faltering trust,  my  head  raised  in  an 
attitude  of  high  reverence  and  my  eyes 
were  cast  upwards,  and  seemingly  in- 
voluntarily these  words  rolled  forth  from 
the  depths  of  my  soul,  "  Father  help  us." 

It  seemed  to  me  I  was  talking  to  God, 
although  I  did  not  see  Him.  Then  I 
looked  at  my  little  boy's  eyes,  and  they 
began  to  open.  He  gave  a  smile  and 
was  restored  to  life.  The  Father  helped 
us !  His  will  was  done !  Where  the 
arm  of  flesh  failed  the  hand  of  God  pre- 
vailed, and  the  dignity  of  true  faith  was 
realized. 

"COULD  I  WRITE  A  BOOK." 

To  make  some  success  in  life,  and  to  do 
a  little  good  even  though  my  light 
seemed  not  to  shine  very  far,  I  was  think- 
ing that  I  should  try  to  write  a  book  on 
the  teachings  of  the  Gospel,  however  poor 
the  result  might  be.  I  read  and  studied 
intensely  from  the  standard  works  of  the 
Church  and  from  the  wonderful  authors 
in  the  Church,  but  my  urge  seemed  to 
aggravate  me  to  a  point  of  worry.  Finally 
I  prayed  to  the  Lord  that  I  might  be 
able  to  write  a  book  that  might  influence 
the  minds  of  young  people  to  have  more 
faith  in  the  Lord  and  to  live  truer  to 
the  teachings  of  the  Gospel,  and  I  humbly 
prayed  with  faith,  believing  that  the  Lord 
would  hear  me.  Upon  arising  from  my 
prayer  these  words  were  very  deeply  im- 
pressed on  my  mind:  "  You  cannot 
improve  on  the  Bible,   Book  of  Mormon, 


Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Pearl  of  Great 
Price  and  the  works  and  sermons  of  the 
Church  authorities." 

This  little  personal  revelation  settled 
my  mind  in  regard  to  worrying  about 
writing  a  book,  and  I  became  satisfied 
that  the  Church  works,  and  the  teachings 
from  the  leaders  of  the  Church  are  suffi- 
cient to  interest  the  young  people  and 
influence  their  minds  to  have  greater  faith 
in  the  Lord  if  they  Will  but  study  these 
masterful  books  and  seek  out  their  truths, 
and  if  I  do  not  write  a  book  at  present, 
I  am  satisfied  that  there  are  plenty  of 
inspirational  writings  to  satisfy  the  minds 
of  the  youth  of  the  Church  if  they  will 
but  study  them. 

Mission    Membership 
Contest. 


This  unusual  contest  has  recently 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  Church's 
official  newspaper — the  Deseret  News — 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  and  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations, together  with  complimentary 
remarks  are  contained  in  the  issue  of 
Saturday,  March  4.  As  this  contest  in- 
creases it  will  attract  wider  notoriety,  and 
it  appears  greater  participation  by  the 
members  of  the  Church  will  be  shown  in 
this  contest  than  in  any  of  the  previous 
ones  heretofore  engaged  in  by  the 
Mission  in  this  country.  Many  more 
people  are  joining  the  ranks  of  active 
workers  in  this  avenue  of  Church  work 
than  have  been  expected,  and  more  bap- 
tisms are  to  be  done  within  the 
immediate  future.  Even  the  most  active 
are  receiving  thrills  from  their  missionary 
work,  and  the  most  inactive  are  aroused 
to  a  sense  of  duty  in  paying  back  to  the 
person  who  brought  them  the  Gospel  a 
recompense  by  taking  the  Gospel  to  some- 
one else.  This  competition  is  real  and 
alive ;  it  is  vigorous  and  full  of  strength 
and     intellectual     force.  It     is     keenly 

wending  its  way  into  people's  hearts,  and 
joys  that  have  not  been  seen  by  the  eye, 
nor  heard  by  the  ear,  and  blessings  that 
mean  happiness  are  being  witnessed  by 
the  members  as  a  whole. 

The  rules  of  the  contest  are  simply 
this :   That   the   District  having-  the   most 
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baptisms  into  the  Church  of  people  who 
are  considered  worthy  and  eligible  by 
the  District  President  and  Elders  from 
January  1  to  November  30,  1933,  in  com- 
parison to  the  membership  population 
December  1,  1932,  will  be  the  winner  of 
the  contest.

To  the  District  having  the  most  bap- 
tisms as  above  indicated  will  be  awarded 
lessons  and  text-books  for  all  the  auxili-  • 
ary  organisations  in  the  District  for  1934. 
To  the  second  highest  District  will  be 
awarded  lessons  for  each  Sunday  School 
in  that  District  for  the  year  1934. 

However,  before  the  members  of  a  Dis- 
trict or  a  District  itself  becomes  eligible 
for  any  of  the  awards,  there  must  first 
be  an  increase  of  10  per  cent,  in  member- 
ship baptised  in  1933  in  the  District. 
Nominations  are  to  be  made  and  reported 
at  the  time  of  baptism  and  after  the  10 
per  cent,  increase  has.  been  reached  the 
individual  awards  by  President  Dalton 
will  be  given.
